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FURTHER PROOF OF SUPERIORITY OF THE BLACKS on the rail was provided by the results 
of recent Hoosier Beef Show at Indianapolis. A comprehensive carcass con- 
test, it included over 100 steers of four breeds. Of these 64 were included 
in the carcass phase of the show. One side of each carcass was cut into 
four major wholesale cuts (Round, Rib, Loin, and Chuck) and based onmeat- 
iness and quality, a price per pound was established for each cut by the 
judges. 


PRICES OF WHOLESALE CUTS COMBINED WITH DRESSING PERCENTAGE were determining 
factors in computing the live value per hundredweight of each steer in the 
contest and these values were the basis for the placings. 


ANGUS STEERS IN THE EVENT HAD THE HIGHEST AVERAGE VALUE andthe highest average 
yield of lean cuts. They also showed the highest average area of loin-eye 
and had the highest average dressing percentage. One-half of the top 20 
steers in the contest were Black. 


CHAMPION CARCASS CAME FROM A STEER PRODUCED in the Angus herd at Purdue Uni- 
versity. It had a dressing percentage of 68.90, a loin-eye of 10.40 square 
inches, and 50.62 per cent of the carcass was made up of lean cuts, 


ANGUS STEERS INTHE CONTEST TURNED IN FOLLOWING average measurements; Dress- 
ing percent, 63.14; Loin-eye area in square inches, ll. 0; Percentage of lean 
cuts, 47.81; Value per hundredweight as live steers, $28. 87. 


HOOSIER BEEF SHOWRESULTS TESTIFY THAT BLACK STEERS are worth more to packers and 
this is further indicated by sales results at the Chicago market during the 
first six months of 1959. From January through June of this year Angus loads 
topped that major market 87.6 per cent of the time. 


ANOTHER BREED TOPPED THE MARKET 10.4 per cent of the time, but the market-topping 
loads of that breed were all sold on Tuesdays and Thursdays when receipts 
were comparatively light. In other words, all the market topping loads of 
Prime grade steers at Chicago sold on strong marketing days were Black.

AT RECENT WESTERN ANGUS FUTURITY BOARD OF DIRECTORS of the Pacific Coast Angus 
Association gave serious consideration torecommendation to change the name 
of their group to Western States Angus Association. Such a move was ad- 
vocated in order to have the group's name more nearly correspond with ac- 
tivities planned in a more widespread area by the association. 


WORK LOAD IN NATIONAL OFFICE INDICATES ASSOCIATION is headed for a record year. 
Totals for nine months ending June 30 show registrations at 175,540, an in- 
crease of 15.1 per cent over the first nine months of 1958. Transfers at 
155,964, are 10.1 percent over last year and new memberships issued number 
2,615, an increase of 12 per cent over the same period of the previous year. 


JUNIOR MEMBERSHIPS ARE CLIMBING AT A RATE OF 15.3 percent greater than last year. 
Growing interest in Angus from 4-H and F,F.,A, members is shown by meet- 
ings this year at Illinois and Indiana state fairs to form state-wide junior 
associations in those states. 


FIELD REPRESENTATIVES of the Association report demand for commercial Blacks is as 
strong or stronger than any time in recent years. An Angus cow and her calf 
appear to be the most sought-after livestock unit in the country. 


TWO MID-WEST JUNIOR GROUPS SPONSORED 17 FIELD DAYS for juniors during July. With 
assistance from adult groups, the Missouri and Iowa junior associations plan- 
ned and carried out the program for the second straight year. There were 10 field 
days in Missouri and 7 in Iowa. Attendance totaled more than 2,500. 


SAME GENERAL PROGRAM WAS FOLLOWEDAT EACH field day and officers of junior groups 
put on major part of eachday's activities. Audiences watched demonstrations 
of tattooing, hair clipping, grooming, and showmanship. Adults helped out 
with type demonstrations and talks on feeding. 


HERD CLASSIFICATION CONTINUES TO GAIN MOMENTUM 4s more and more breeders 
recognize possibilities for herd improvement and better understand the ad- 
vantages of having their herds officially classified. Comments from members 
whose cattle have been classified have been encouraging; several have offer- 
ed constructive suggestions which have become a part of the program. 


NEARLY 300 ANGUS HERDS HAVE BEEN CLASSIFIED in the program which began in May 
of last year. Included in the total were more than 17,000 head of breeding 
cattle. By now several herds have been through their second classification. 
During the second trip to the farm or ranch the classifier scores those an- 
imals which have reached the minimum age of 15 months. 


MOST POPULAR PART OF HERD CLASSIFICATION PROGRAM isthe group plan which lowers 
per head costs and also has been worked out to return a portion of the cost 
to the sponsoring organization. To date 18 state group plans have been 
carried out and several more are in process.

Research may be of great assistance 
to the producer of red meat through the 
use of the Echoscope, used now for the 
measurement of backfat in hogs. 

A large eastern corporation is making 
studies of the possibilities of producing 
a machine whereby a measurement of 
the rib-eye area in cattle might be de- 
termined. If this ultrasonic device can 
be developed, it will give breeders a 
wonderful tool with which to assess the 
relative merit of their breeding animal. 

Standards will have to be developed 
to translate such measurements effec- 
tively, practically and at a cost which 
will not be prohibitive. This might be 
the means of selecting young bulls for 
sires which could sire an additional per- 
centage of meat instead of perhaps se- 
lecting a bull because of the way he 
looks or because he made rapid gains. 

There is also the possibility the ma- 
chine could reflect variations in tissue 
and perhaps abnormalities. This might 
be the beginning to a scientific approach 
in ascertaining animals which had been 
altered for the purpose of show-ring ex- 
hibition. 

There is a great deal of interest being 
shown by fairs and expositions, breed as- 
sociations, and many breeders themselves, 
in the development of this project. Such 
is the way modern research supplements 
the methods already accepted for profit- 
able beef production.

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It will be interesting to follow this pro- 
gram and see if it can be added to the 
tools of today’s modern beef producer.

Meeting of the American Society of 
Production, December, 1933 is as timely 
as it was twenty-six years ago. 


This is a short talk on show steers 
from an exhibitor’s standpoint directed 
to teachers and professors who now do 
practically all the judging at the great 
state fairs and the national fat stock 
shows. Suppose we consider the first four 
steers from any class at any large show. 
You have all stood around many times 
and watched them placed, but unless 
there was a so-called outstanding winner 
in the class, how many times have you 
agreed with the way your brother pro- 
fessor placed them? Probably nine times 
out of ten you didn’t agree at all, or else 
you weren’t really interested and just 
shrugged your shoulders and figured it 
was a guessing business. Did you ever 
seriously ask yourself why you did not 
agree with the judge? Scores of times, I 
have asked myself who is right, and I 
have come here because I would like to 


find out. 


What is a show steer anyway? Should 
it not be the most profitable product of 
the breeder and feeder which, when of- 
fered for sale, would bring a deserved 
premium because of its superior fleshing 
and quality? As teachers and professors, 
it is easy for you to find out what a steer 
is worth. In general I mean what the

packer gets for the different cuts of the 
carcass. If you know that, with the steer 
in front of you, you should be able to es 
timate what his carcass will be like, Of 
course, in placing you will have a stand 
ard in your mind’s cye as to what the 
steer should be like from the breeder's 
and feeder’s standpoint. The steer on foot 
should be short, thick, balanced and not 
too deep-bodied. He should have a light, 
pliable skin and fine hair indicating qual 
ity; yet when you actually judge, or sec 
another professor judge, you would re 
verse his decisions. In other words, you 
have no common standard of values, In 
judging breeding cattle, no animal is best 
in every way. Some men will forgive one 
fault and some another, but in steers the 
problem is different. They are a direct 
cash product, and if in general we do not 
know which is the more valuable steer, 
we should study them more from the 
meat standpoint until we do. 

Suppose you are given two kinds of 
steers found in most every good class, 
both having sufficient weight for age. 
Suppose one is shorter-legged, fat-ribbed, 
rather heavy-flanked steer, the other a 
bit longer-legged, wider-backed, and often 
lighter in the round, but also with more 
meat on his back. Which steer will you 
prefer? The first has probably so-called 
breeder’s type and more waste, the other 
less type and less waste. More often than 
not, the shorter-legged, fatter-ribbed, 
wastier steer will win. He is really over- 
done and being so is partly an economic 
waste to feeder and packer alike, but in 
that he is short-legged he is supposed to 
be the type we want. He is easy to look 
at and his feminine type with its wasti- 
ness we miscall “finished beef.” 

Gentlemen, your minds have been train- 
ed to analyze. This problem of judging 
should not be so hard. Are you, as teach- 
ers and professors, going to allow the 
present confusion of ideas to continue? 
Are we going to muddle through the next 
fifty years without a definite standard 
just as we have during the past fifty? 


A lot of you will say that all this is 
beside the point, but I ask you just to try 
watching your best friend judge a few 
times and see if you really agree with 
him. Then analyze your reasons and ask 
yourself if you are doing your duty to 
your teaching profession or to an im- 
proved animal industry or to the hun- 
dreds of 4-H Club boys and girls who

feed steers and look to you for guidance 
und knowledge, if you do not attack the 
problem of correct judging, to the end 
that the judging of fat steers be made a 
widely known, orderly and (as near as 
possible) exact science. 

It is quite true that such a wonderful 
specialist judge of carcasses on foot as 
John Gosling was, would not at first be 
acceptable to the modern showman, be- 
cause perhaps the showman would feel 
he laid too much stress on what was un- 
der the hide. They would prefer steers to 
be judged more from the standpoint of 
type and smooth covering, but it should 
that the 
“breeder's type” steers should not be al- 


also be true many so-called 
lowed to win if overdone and if they han- 
dle like a ball of lard. I have seen just 
such steers win many times and have seen 
them proclaimed as acceptable champions. 
They usually fat-ribbed, smooth, 
blocky, and outwardly a beautiful show 
ring standard. Any judge that turned 
them down might have been run out of 
the ring. Yet when the steer is killed, 
and his hide taken off, he was just a “fat 
dog.”

ackers and buyers of show steers 
should not be asked to pay a premium for 
such champion counterfeits. If such men 
as John Gosling of a few years ago have 
proved that they can acquire an X-ray 
touch to tell what is under the hide, sure- 
ly it is possible for all of you who really 
try. 

I do not want you to think I am here to 
find fault or pretend I know more than 
you do, for I freely admit I do not. I 
wish rather to plead with you, as teach- 
ers, to help make the judging of steers a 
better understood and more orderly busi- 
such as I feel it could be, but it 
cannot be done unless you make a closer 
study of touch as indicating quality and 
muscle, also of type without waste.

ON ANGUS 
TRAILS oust 


In this issue will be found a resume 
of the Missouri and lowa field days 
sponsored by the Junior Associations 
of the two states and the National As- 
sociation. A lot of beef cattle short 
courses have put out less usable ma- 
terial than were 
presented in the 
programs we 
visited. They 
were _ practical, 
and all business. 


One feature 
was_ stressed 
that is too often 
overlooked in 
advising a new breeder: the impor- 
tance of starting with good cows or 
heifers. In 10 years the difference in 
the quality of the offspring in a herd 
from a $600 heifer compared with a 
$300 “bargain” could pay for a couple 
of tractors. 


The Angus success formula of 
“quality-plus-time” was well stated by 
an 86-year-old Missouri breeder who 
told his younger audience that “two 
good cows in 10 years paid for a 400 
acre hill farm—and | had some heifers 
left over.” 


Necessity, in the form of a feed 
shortage, can calve some strange cal- 
ory combinations. All of which the 
old Black cow takes in stride — the 
thistle silage of the 30s; in the south- 
west the de-spined cactus of a decade, 
or less, ago. 

Talking to an Angus breeder in 
Florida awhile back who told of the 
feed combination tried by a neighbor- 
ing rancher with commercial Blacks. 
During the big freeze of two years 
ago the neighbor was plain out of 
feed the grass was gone and he 
had no hay or silage. So at the fruit 
docks at Tampa he got cull bananas 
and from a cookie factory he bought 
broken cookies at $1.00 a barrel. 
“Those cows came through the winter 
in pretty good shape,” our friend re- 
ports. 


Elsewhere in this issue is pictured a 
load of prime Angus steers that 
topped in Chicago this summer at 
$32.50 per cwt., $1.75 higher than 
the next top price the day they were 
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marketed. These $32.50 steers were 
fed by Tilden Burg, who won the 1958 
International carlot championship. 

A veteran follower of the beef mar- 
ket remarked the other day that the 
“spread” betwen Angus steers and the 
competition has settled down to a 
regular $1.00 to $1.50 per cwt. pre- 
mium for the Blacks. In the stronger 
weights the Angus price advantage is 
$1.75 to $2.00 per cwt. “Some of 
those feeding the other breeds are 
still finding this hard to understand,” 
he says. 

We have mentioned before that this 
Angus price advantage is not due to 
any altruism on the part of packers 
and restaurant suppliers. Where top 
beef is known and wanted there is 
only one answer—Angus. And you 
pay a premium to get it. 


Records of 5,000 Illinois farmers 
last year show that beef cow herds re- 
turned $162 for every $100 worth of 
feed. Those who fed steers got $144 
for each $100 in feed; those with 
sheep flocks $98 for every $100 in 
feed. The best year for beef herd 
owners, however, was 1951 when the 
return was $170 for $100. 


For a number of years now straw 
has become an increasingly difficult 
item for a livestock farmer to come by 
-at least enough of it to last through 
the winter. A lot of substitutes have 
been used — wood shavings, chips, 
corn cobs, etc.—with varying degrees 
of success. Now comes a British dairy 
farmer, Major Anthony Bramley of 
Oxfordshire, with his foam-plastic mat- 
tress. 


In Britain, as here, combined straw 
is too short and chaffy to be good 
bedding in a dairy barn, where dust 
must be kept down. The Major's 
“cow mattress” consists of a foam rub- 
ber interior covered by a tough plastic 
that will resist the cutting of sharp 
hooves. In dimension it is about 5Y2 
feet by 3 feet and the foam rubber 
tapers from 3 inches in the center to 
around 1'% inches at the edges. Easily 
kept clean with a hose the Major's 
mattresses have a long life. 

So far as we know no Angus breed- 
er has yet bought a Bovine Beautyrest 
for old Side Hill Susan. 


With the broiler business more than 
90 per cent “integrated”, and in a 
chaotic condition, word comes that

The supreme championship of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus section at Argentina’s 
great Palermo Show near Buenos Aires, 
where an outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease has been reported, has been won 
by the son of a British-bred bull, Evan 
nar of Bywell, bred in Lord Allendale’s 
Bywell herd at  Stocksfield-on-Tyne, 
Northumberland, reports the Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Society. Evannar was 
bought at Perth in 1954 for 2,300 gns, 
by Mr. James Schofield on behalf of Sr. 
Jose Maria Bustillo, exhibitor of the 
champion, Evannar 951 of Primavera, 
which also won the senior championship. 


The junior championship was won by 
Progenitor Black de Los Montes 2346, 
a son of Progenitor of Gaidrew, bred by 
Donald (Gaidrew) Ltd., Drymen, Stir- 
lingshire, and sold at the 1955 Perth Sales 
to Mr. Schofield, on behalf of the Los 
Montes estancia, for 10,000 gns. Run 
ner-up in the junior section was Jamba 
Kric 966 de Santa Julia, by Jambala 
Eric of New Craig, a bull bred by Mr. 
John MeNeil, New Craig, Alyth, Perth- 
shire, which sold at the 1954 Perth Sales 
for 820 gns. 


The calf champion at Palermo, Julus 
Eulizon de Los Montes 2396, is out of a 
dam by Eulizon of Kilham, bred by Sir 
Alfred Goodson, Bart., Kilham, Mindrum, 
Northumberland, while the reserve two- 
year-old champion was sired by a son 
of the great Pampas of Haymount, bred 
by Mr. John Arnott, Haymount, Kelso, 
Roxburghshire. 


Some delay in the sale times in the 
Aberdeen-Angus section may be caused 
by an outbreak of foot and mouth disease 
among one of the other breeds at Pal- 
ermo. Twelve cattle, all belonging to 
one herd and housed in one pavilion in 
the showground, were found to be in- 
fected, and were immediately withdrawn, 
the affected area having now been sealed 
off for the remainder of the show.

All previous price levels were shat- 
tered at this year’s Palermo Sales in 
Argentina when no fewer than six Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls sold for over 2,000,000 
pesos, the previous Argentine record for 
a bull of any breed having stood at 850,- 
000 pesos. 

After six of the top eight bulls in the 
A-A championships had sold for record 
prices, the sale reached a fantastic climax 
when the first prize two-year-old bull 
Jamba Eric 933 de Santa Julia from 
Fontecha S. A., came into the ring. 

Following an unprecedented bidding 
duel, the bull was sold for 7,000,000 pesos, 
which at the current rate of exchange is 
the equivalent to $87,500.00. The bull, 
a son of Jambala Eric of New Craig, 
bred by Mr. John McNeil, New Craig, 
Alyth, Perthshire, was bought by Sr. 
Julio Perkins, Ranch La Cascada, 

The next highest price in this amaz- 
ing sale was made by Jemore 171 de 


La Rinconada, from Tafi S. A. C. I. F., 
a son of Jemore of Wrae, bred at Tur- 
riff, Aberdeenshire, by John Gaul. This 
bull fetched 2,700,00 pesos ($33,750.00), 
and was followed at 2,500,000 pesos ($31,- 
250.00) by the Grand Champion Evannar 
951 of Primavera, by Evannar of Bywell, 
shown by Sr. Jose Maria Bustillo. 

Close behind was the reserve senior 
champion Moon 3595  Bandolierpiper, 
from Hijos de Jose Firpo, 2,300,000 pesos 
($28,750.00) and the reserve supreme 
champion, Moon 3789 Proudtop, from the 
same exhibitors, 2,200,000 pesos ($27,- 
500.00). 

The junior champion, Progenitor Black 
de Los Montes 2346, a son of Progenitor 
of Gaidrew, bred by Donald (Gaidrew) 
Ltd., went for 2,000,000 pesos ($25,- 
000.00), while two other bulls among the 
top eight prize-winners also beat the 
previous price record. These were the 
calf champion Julus Eulizon de Los 
Montes 2396 1,700,000 pesos ($21,250.00) 
and the reserve two-year-old champion, 
Pampita 7469 de La Celina 1,500,000 
pesos ($18,750.00.) 

Although at the current rate of ex- 
change the astonishing prices paid this 
year at Palermo can be regarded as in- 
flationary, there is little doubt that con- 
fidence is growing in Argentina over the 
prospects of that country’s beef industry. 
The likely effect on Argentina’s future 
imports of beef bulls from Britain is 
still uncertain but in recent years the 
low peso quotation has tended to make 
imports almost prchibitive.

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Wi: HEAR much nowadays about the amalgamation of 
both industry and farming into large corporations and large en- 
terprises. The claim is, although I do not believe it has been 
substantiated, that more efficiency can be attained by large 
operators than can be effected by the smaller unit. 

I don’t know how it is with industry but I am convinced

that there are two sides to the question, even there. I can- 
not feel that this country would be better off if all the small 
businesses were eliminated. I am still a strong believer in 
the personally operated business of farming and livestock 
raising. On this subject I believe | am qualified to speak with 
some authority having, in my long career as a breeder, had 
the experience of operating what might be called a large breed- 
ing establishment, a medium sized one and a small one. 


I started out as a very young man in a very small way, 
the small part of it was, at that time, of necessity. I had no 
capital but I had worked at farming and the feeding and care 
of livestock. I was totally lacking, however, in business train- 
ing. According to today’s standard of thinking, I was very 
poorly equipped to carry out the ambitions which consumed 
me at the time. I did have what I think any young man must 
have to succeed in any line of endeaver, confidence in my 
ability to do what I had decided would be my life’s work, a 
successful breeder of purebred Angus Cattle. 


I have no quarrel with the large operator. As a matter 
of fact, I admire and respect one who is qualified and capable 
to operate a large business of any kind successfully. And as 
we know, our country is noted for the capacity of its people 
for leadership and accomplishments above the ordinary. Amer- 
icans are known to think and act big. 


The large purbred breeder does have some advantages 
over the smaller operator and likewise the small breeder has 
some benefits which the large breeder does not enjoy. This, 
however, is no reason why the two should not work harmon- 
iously together and each one to the other’s benefit. Consid- 
ering this there will always be, in my opinion, small breeders, 
breeders of moderate size and the large breeder. Just where 
one would draw the line between these three catagories would 
depend a great deal on the individual’s viewpoint as to what 
is large and what is smal! in this kind of an operation. Per- 
sonally, I wouid consider a breeder, whose herd numbers over 
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three hundred animals, in the large breeder class, and the 
medium sized breeder would operate a herd from one hundred 
to two hundred breeding animals and the small breeder any 
number under one hundred and fifty breeding animals. 


I am not as familiar with the herds of Great Britain as 
I once was. But judging from my observations when I have 
been there I have been impressed by the fact that the major- 
ity of British breeders stressed quality rather than size. Some 
of the top herds there numbered less than one hundred breed- 
ing animals. But nevertheless, many of the best cattle at 
Perth came from these small herds while the opposite is true 
in the Argentine. On both occasions, when I was there, I mar- 
veled at the size of the herds. As a matter of fact, I have 
never seen what could be called a small herd in the Argentine. 
But when one considers that a comparatively few families 
own the fabulously rich Pampas country, it is not difficult to 
understand why all farming operations in that country are 
on a large scale. 


The United States is also known for its large operators in 
both industry and farming. Therefore, it is not surprising 
that we have many large purebred herds in our country, most 
of them are efficiently and successfully operated. On the 
other hand, it is true that the majority of the purebred herds 
are the small herds and the medium sized herds, and the ma- 
jority of these are also efficiently and successfully operated. 


Some of the advantages which the large breeder enjoys 
over the small breeder are his ability to acquire the best ani- 
mals obtainable when founding his herd or when adding re- 
placements. He is also able to carry on far-reaching adver- 
tising campaigns and to exhibit his cattle much more exten- 
sively than the small breeder can afford. When he finds a 
herd sire which he thinks will improve his herd, he usually 
buys him regardless of the cost. This, of course, does not 
guarantee the prepotency of the bull. But here again the 
large and affluent operator can afford to gamble where the 
small breeder, operating on limited means, can not take such 
large risks. The large breeder is in a position to do more 
promotional work for his breed than is the small operator. 
In extensively advertising his own business through the printed 
word and by exhibiting his animals widely he at the same 
time gives his breed favorable publicity. Thus he helps to 
widen the market for the small breeder as well as for him- 
self. He also stimulates values by being a good buyer which 
is a direct benefit to the small breeder. All in all, the large 
operator adds stimulous to the business which benefits all 
who are engaged in it. 


I believe this to be true, however, that when the going 
gets tough the large operator is the first to give up. The 
small breeder does a lot of his own work, hangs on when de- 
pression or other adversities strike. Usually all that he has is 
at stake, and realizing this, he digs in all the harder whereas 
the large operator, who many times has other interests, is 
apt to forsake the business when hardships face it. 


Let us examine some of the advantages enjoyed by the 
small breeder of today and decide whether there is still an in- 
centive for one of moderate means or even with limited means 
to engage in the breeding of purebred livestock. First, of 
course, one must be personally qualified. What are some of 
the qualifications? In my opinion the most important of 
them are self confidence, patience, courage, ambition and a 
natural love for animals. With these characteristics one must 
be naturally endowed. Others which can be acquired are some 
knowledge of genetics, proper care for animals, the ability to 
make friends and the art of salesmanship. Without a fair 
sprinkling of these traits the odds are against a successful 
career as a breeder. The one who does not possess a fair 
knowledge of them, if determined to go into the livestock busi- 
ness, should do so in a commercial way. 


Granting, however, that one is properly endowed for a 
purebred career, it is my consci- (Please turn to page 92

Th E rolling hills and wide valleys of the mid-Tennessee coun- 
try around Nashville to this reporter have always represented 


ideal Angus territory. It is good grass country with a long 
grazing season; both forage and grain crops do well; and the 
Angus in this area always carry a lot of substance and bloom. 
It has something else equally tangible in the production of good 
Angus—breeders with foresight and go. 


A visit to three major herds in the mid-Tennessee country 
recently gave ample evidence of all these ingredients. Especial- 
ly the latter one, for all three herds are in the process of ex- 
panding land holdings to take care of more Angus cattle. The 
herds visited were Harpeth Valley Farms of Madison and Glenn 
Jones near Brentwood; the Stanford Farms of Harold Stan- 
ford at Donelson; and Martin Migliore & Sons of Cookeville. 


It was in 1944 that Madison P. Jones and his son, Glenn, 
started their Harpeth Valley operations near Brentwood, From 
the start good foundation cows and a strong herd bull battery 
have featured the breeding program of this strong central Ten- 
nessee herd. The start with Angus in 1944 was made when 
Glenn was still in the army. In 1945 more Blacks were bought. 


The present home farm” of 200 acres where the Jones fam- 
ilies live also dates to 1944. However, the senior member of 
the firm has been in beef cattle since 1937 when a farm was 
bought in another county and where cattle of the other two beef 
breeds were run for a number of years. 

But since Harpeth Valley was first visited, in the last year 
in fact, a nearby stock farm of 450 acres has been purchased. 
With the home farm given over entirely to grass the new farm 
produces row crops for feed. The present land and feed ar- 
rangement is more than ample for the 115 head of mature cows 
and it would not be a far-fetched guess that in the years to come 
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Harpeth Valley will be even stronger in both numbers and 
quality. 

Much of the early foundation blood at Harpeth Valley came 
from Keefauver Brothers, J. Garrett Tolan Farms and French 
Broad, Since then tops from many sales have gone into the 
building up process. Any herd rises or falls on the breeding 
ability of its herd bulls. Harpeth Valley has been fortunate in 
the herd sire department, and is especially well fixed now. 
Senior sire for several years was Eileenmere 1208th by the 
champion Eileenmere 1050th, his dam a Barbara Woodson 
daughter of Eva’s Bandolier Lad. More recently “top man” 
honors have gone to the powerful Lepetkonian 3200th, a grand- 
son of the champion Eileenmere 1032d and a show bull in his 
younger days. A proven sire of thick, fancy calves he is 
being assisted by Homeplace Eileenmere 746th, by the famous 
Homeplace Eileenmere 511th; and Black Eileenmere 123d, by 
Homeplace Eileenmere 18th, he by the great “487th.” 

Coming along are three younger bulls of great promise— 
Sugar Loaf Scot 82d, by the noted Scottish Prince; Dor-Mac’s 
Bardoliermere 152d, a promising son of the sire of the last 
three International champions, O. Bardoliermere 2d; and Ela- 
tion 20th of Model, by imported Elation of Eastfield. Stan- 
ford Farms and French Broad also have an interest in this 
young bull. 

When the farm was visited we were especially attracted to a 
20 months old bull with a lot of style and thickness, Harpeth 
Eileenmere 114th. He is a son of Lepetkonian 3200th, out of a 
Blackcap Bessie granddaughter of Kileenmere 487th. Since the 
visit we have heard that this top youngster has gone to Dundee 
Ranch in Florida. 

Stanford Farms at Donelson first came into the Angus pic- 
ture in 1947. The farm itself has been in the family for 40 
years and is located near Andrew Jack- (Please turn to page 102 
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If the first six months of the live 
steer trade were to be placed side by 
side with the market here a year ago, 
one would immediately realize the fact 
that the price trends were almost identi- 
cal, The new year saw prices rise for the 
first four months, reaching a high point 
in April, to be followed by three months 
of lower returns. 

A year ago, the low point was reached 
in August and was then followed by high- 
er price rates through the balance of 
the year. It will be interesting to ob- 
serve the ensuing months to see just how 
closely the last half of 1959 comes in 
following the price pattern of a year ago.

Like a year ago, cattlemen were con- 
fronted with an increase in the number of 
cattle and calves on feed. The July Ist 
cattle on feed report this year revealed 
that in 21 major feeding states, the num- 
ber of cattle and calves on feed totaled 
5,128,000 head. In these same states 
5,891,000 head were on feed April Ist 
and 6,225,000 were on feed January Ist. 

The nine north central states showed 
a seven per cent increase. Only Illinois 
showed a two per cent decline. Nebraska 
showed the biggest increase of 14 per 
cent. 

The four important western states for 
which comparable dates were available, 
Texas, Colorado, Arizona and California, 
revealed cattle on feed numbered 1, 240,- 
000 head, up 21 per cent from a year ago. 
Practically all of the increase occurred 
in California, where numbers usually in- 
crease from April to July. 

Confronted with increased production, 
the nation’s cattlemen have taken steps 
to stabilize the beef market in the near 
future. They are well aware of the 
present hog situation and are seeking to 
avoid falling into the same “pit-fall” of 
over supply. 

Ranchers are selling their heifer calves, 
potential breeding stock, in the greatest 
numbers in the history of the trade. In- 
stead of holding their heifer calves for 
breeding, ranchers are taking advantage 
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of the current attractive prices. Pres- 
ently heifer calves are selling upwards 
to $35.00 a hundred pounds. Herd own- 
ers are leaving calf raising to older 
ows as little culling is being done. Mean- 
while, the slaughter of cows the first 
six months of this year is the lowest in 
six years when inspected packers 
butchered 525,000 fewer cows than a year 
ago. The heifer slaughter for the first 
half of the year broke all records when 
the kill rose 17 per cent over a year ago. 

This indicates that cattlemen are strug- 
gling to avoid falling into the same sit- 
uation that brought on sharply lower hog 
prices this year. An over production of 
pork has caused one of the worst price 
declines in the history of the trade. In 
fact the break was so severe under the 
impact of rising supplies that top ad- 
ministration officials indicated they may 
step in with government spending in 
order to jack up hog prices should the 
markets suffer any further decline. Hogs 
topped this month at $16.50 as compared 
with $25.00 a year ago. Current hog 
prices are at their lowest level since 
1941. 

The market for slaughter steers and 
yearlings continued under pressure 
throughout the July period, with strong- 


weight offerings once again showing the 
most decline. Least amount of price 
change was noted in high prime steers 
and yearlings. 

Chicago buyers paid an average price 
of $27.70 for all steers, off 45¢ from the 
previous month and the lowest since 
February of this year. This is the third 
consecutive month that steer prices 
worked lower. 

The price decline came in face of re- 
duced supplies. A combination of lower 
prices for the various cuts of beef in 
wholesale channels and competition of 
lower pork prices over the counter were 
the primary factors leading to the lower 
trend. The production of meat was run- 
ning well ahead of 1958, but the increase 
was made almost entirely of pork. 

Strictly prime steers topped the mar- 
ket at $32.50. This price was paid for a 
load of Illinois-fed Angus steers that 
averaged 1174 lbs. Scattered loads of high 
prime steers averaging 1100 lbs. to 1440 
lbs. sold from $29.00 to $32.00. 

Numerous loads of mixed high choice 
to prime grades averaging over 1250 
pounds sold from $26.75 to $28.50 while 
killers took the bulk of the choice grades 
and prices ranging from $26.50 to $28.50 
Slaughte> steers lacking in quality and 
flesh and grading low choice and below 
sold down from $26.50, with good quali-

broken—halter on wrong; walking back- 
ward dragging the calf; pockets stuffed 
with every grooming tool of the trade; 
no show stick; talking to the crowd; 
standing between the calf and the judge; 
stopping the animal downhill—and so on. 
Junior members present were asked to 
name the mistakes. Then the same young 
man would take the calf and put on an 
exhibition of showmanship making the 

right moves. 

A well received portion of the program 
was that on feeding. It was emphasized 
that no expensive ration is needed to fit 
an animal—but that the proper prepara- 
tion of home-grown feeds is most im-

portant. And in this preparation there is 
one thing to watch: don’t get the feed too 
fine. Crack or crimp corn and oats, don’t 
get it fine and dusty, or of “hog slop” 
consistency. A good rule of thumb: feed 
2 pounds of grain and concentrate for 
each 100 pounds of body weight. 

Another part of the program was most 
interesting in both states—that of pairing 
of cows and their calves. If there is any- 
thing to breeding at all, calves by one 
sire if they show differences in head, 
length of leg and body conformation 
should get most of the differences from 
the dam. In a majority of cases on a 
majority of the farms the right cows and 
calves were paired. 

This part of the program always had 
one cow and calf that were considerably 
better than the others. For junior mem- 
bers starting out in a heifer club project 
it was emphasized that buying a founda- 
tion heifer is no place to skimp on qual-

ity. The better ones cost more and are 
worth it. For it was pointed out that 
in 10 years, with 100 per cent calf crops, 
a bred heifer can have 51 descendants. If 
half of these are heifers—25 head—and 
they are worth $100 a head more than 
mine-run females this can mean $2,500 
plus the extra quality of the bull calves 
produced in this period. 

It was stressed that in buying calves— 
either steers or females for heifer 
projects—three things never change dur- 
ing the lifetime of the animal: the head 
never gets any better than it is as a

calf will remain with it through life. 

One point was brought out that Angus 
breeders should remember when the ques- 
tion of “how much bone” is brought up 
by rival breeds: “It is not how much 
bone an animal has,” Lyle Haring empha- 
sized, “but the kind of bone.” The flat, 
flinty bone of an Angus is much strong- 
er than the round, porous “posty” bone 
of other breeds.

Dr. Vernon J. Lohr, 70, prominent 
Washington dentist and Angus cattle 
breeder died July 7 at New Market, Vir- 
ginia. He began practice in 1912, fol- 
lowing graduation from Georgetown Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry. Two years 
later he was appointed to the dental fac- 
ulty, where he served 19 years. Starting 
in 1916, he also taught at George Wash- 
ington University Dental College and 
Howard University. 

Since his retirement in 1948, he had 
actively managed his farm, Angus Hills, 
near New Market. His Angus herd was 
built up over a period of the past 20 
years to a total of 200 head of brood 
cows.

Carne with a Black hide have featured the livestock pro- 
duction of The Herseth Ranch at Houghton, Brown county, 
South Dakota, for more than 60 years. At first it was the use of 
Angus bulls on cows of other breeds; then commercial Blacks; 
now under Governor Ralph Herseth of South Dakota the ranch 
production includes both registered and commercial Angus. 


South Dakota’s chief executive started adding registered 
Angus cows in 1940, long before he became actively interested 
in politics. This date would make Governor Herseth the pi- 
oneer among the several governors and senators who today 
are prominent in the Angus business. 


The reason the Herseth Ranch has had Angus for many 
years, and during a time when other breeds were much more 
prominent in South Dakota, Governor Herseth credits to his 
father. Lars Herseth came to South Dakota from Norway in

1887 as a young man, In fact he landed in Brown county on 
May 17, Norwegian Independence Day, and this omen was 
enough to make him decide to stay. “Father had a neighbor, 
A. M. Mitchell of Hecla, a Scotsman and a native of Aberdeen, 
who gave him his first selling on Angus. Father’s enthusiasms 
were such that one had to join in with him if you were to have 
any peace at all. At an early age he made me an Angus con- 
vert and I have never been sorry.” 

The first Angus bull came to the Herseth Ranch about 1895. 
The first “all Angus” females came to the ranch from pioneer 
Frank Sanford herd. Bulls for use in the Herseth herd came 
from I. L. Jones of Raymond, who showed Bar Marshall to 
the International grand championship in 1922, from the well 
known Hartley and Hanna herds in North Dakota, from Gauger 
Brothers, and from other sources. One could not complain of 
breeding of this caliber and the commercial herd today re-

IN MEMORIAM 

ELI B. VOTAW—One of the pioneer 
and longest living ranchers in Nebraska, 
Eli B. Votaw, Wellfleet, died May 18, 
1959 at the age of 96. Mr. Votaw came 
to Lincoln County as a young man in 
1884, homesteaded northeast of Wellfleet 
and spent his entire life in that neigh- 
borhood. Long in the cattle business, Mr. 
Votaw originated his cattle herd 62 years 
ago and was one of the early Angus 
stockmen of the state. Two sons, John 
and Eli, Jr., both of Wellfleet, are each 
well known Angus stockmen.

1930s, did we have to cut down somewhat 
on the size of the cow herd,” he states. 

In 1940 the first registered cows were 
bought and several have been added 
since then. The foundation purebred 
Angus include cows from Hartley Stock 
Farms, Henry Henke, and John Dawson 
of North Dakota; from the Sawyer and 
other herds in South Dakota; and 14 
head purchased in the Airyland disper- 
sion in Montana in 1948. 

The present cow herd on the 2,000 acre 
Herseth Ranch is at 120 head with the 
registered unit making up more than half 
of the number. The top bull calves from 
the registered herd are developed for 
herd-headers and a number have gone 
into herds of other breeds for crossing 
purposes. The remainder of the bull 
calves from the registered herd, and those 
from the commercial unit, are steered and 
fed out at home. The ranch produces a 
lot of small grain, corn and hay. Sales 
of heifers from the purebred unit has 
been largely to 4-H and F. F. A. mem- 
bers for heifer projects. 

Mrs. Herseth has some cows in the herd 
as do the daughters—Karen, 19, and Con- 
nie, 16, and the son, Lars, 13. Last year 
at the South Dakota State Fair Lars 
made quite a record with a heifer from 
the home herd. 

Going through the two herds with Gov- 
ernor Herseth one could see that they 
were made up of smooth, broody cows 
with more scale than is found in most 
herds. “Some of my friends in other 
breeds claim that Angus are too small. 
But they fool you on looks. I just tell 
them about a steer we marketed awhile 
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back that weighed 1810 pounds at just 
two years. The rest of the steers in the 
group averaged better than 1400 pounds. 
I don’t think that is small.” 

One thing we noticed in the two herds 
was that every cow had a calf and gave 
evidence of taking care of it. “Mothering 
and milking ability is one thing we have 
always culled for,” the Governor said, 
“a fat cow in the fall with a half starved 
calf at her side is a sure candidate for 
the stockyards.” 


Earlier Governor Herseth and Bill Ged- 
des, the ranch manager, had brought 
out the senior herd sire, Kinnairdmere. 
A bull with a powerful head, standing on 
short legs and well muscled he might be 
criticised for being a shade small under 
today’s standards. But as the Governor 
said “he was purchased for one purpose, 
and I think he has done the job.” See- 
ing the young calves by Kinnairdmere 
we could see what he had in mind. For 
we believe Governor Herseth is quite a 
cattle diplomat. What he did not say 
was that in today’s scramble for size 
one can get them a bit too big. Some- 
times it takes a sire like the Iowa-bred 
bull to put some style and flash back 
in the calves. Kinnairdmere is putting 
fancy heads and wide rumps on his 
calves; they don’t have much daylight 
under them; and from their sizeable 
mothers they are getting deep bodies and 
strong tops. The young calves were most 
impressive. 


The senior sire came from the pioneer 
Rosemere herd at Maquoketa, lowa. “We 
told Roland Ehlers what we needed and 
he recommended this bull. In fact he 
had been used in the herd. Roland is 
quite a baseball fan and he had nick- 
named the bull ‘Bobby’ for Bobby Shantz, 
the small but powerful pitcher with the 
New York Yankees.” Bobby has done 
quite a job in the Herseth herd. A son 
is being used on the commercial cows 
and his calves follow to a great degree 
the pattern set by his sire in the reg- 
istered unit. Several sons of Kinnaird- 
mere are being developed at home and 
a number are working in South Dakota 
herds. The No. 1 sire, bought in March 
of 1955, is by Eileenmere E. B., he by 
Eileenmere 932d, by Eileenmere 487th. 
His dam goes back to Postelmere 5th and 
Barban 3d of Sunbeam. 


Before Kinnairdmere, Elbar of Madelia 
20th and Blue Boy 11th of Page were 
the chief herd sires, each serving quite 
a span of years. 

His official duties do not give Governor 
Herseth, his wife, or family, a great deal

of time at the ranch. “Sometimes it is 
only an occasional week end,” he remarks, 
wrly, “hardly enough time to enjoy doing 
the things you want to do with the herd or 
the ranch.” Bill Geddes, who manages 
the ranch, is a native of Woodward coun- 
ty, Oklahoma, and has been with the Her- 
seths eight years. 

By asking questions of a number of 
South Dakota residents it was learned 
that Ralph Herseth is the first Demo- 
cratic governor of the state in some 24 
years. He ran against Colonel Joe Foss, 
the World War II ace, the first time as 
his party’s candidate and with little 
chance of winning. “But he got beat by 
only 20,000 votes or so,” a neighbor told 
us. “The next time—which was last year, 
Ralph did a lot of cainpaignir.g in the 
ranch country ‘west of the river’ and won 
handily.”

They agreed unanimously to punch the 
ears of all fat livestock sold at the 12 
shows so that they could be identified as 
having been sold. These animals would 
be barred at other stock shows following 
the sales. The ear identification would be 
a hole “the size of a dime or larger.”

day has an even better chance to suc- 
ceed with a small or medium sized pure- 
bred herd than was true fifty years ago. 
Some of the reasons why I say this are 
that, although the necessary implements 
for a livestock operation, such as land, 
cattle and equipment, are a great deal 
more expensive today, there are advan- 
tages which offset this. For example, I do 
not believe it is as difficult to get cred- 
it today for such an undertaking as it 
was fifty or sixty years ago. In my early 
days, bankers viewed with no little un- 
certainty the chances of a purebred op- 
eration proving financially successful. 
But now they are better informed and 
are more lenient toward this type of loan, 
provided they are satisfied with the in- 

tegrity and ability of the borrower. 


Our young people have had a much 
greater opportunity to learn about live- 
stock and the farming business in gener- 
al. They have had a much better chance 
to decide whether or not they are quali- 
fied for such a career. And after they 
are once started in the business they have 
much better opportunities for learning 
and for the sale of their animals to ad- 
vantage than was true in the early days 
of the breeding business. 


In those early days we did not have 
the numerous local organizations to work 
for our breed. We did not have the chance 
for the education which 4-H clubs and

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Future Farmer organizations furnish. 
There were very few public sales in those 
days to which the small operator could 
consign his animals, whereas today, with 
all the saies being held by local organ- 
izations, the small breeder has the facil- 
ities close at hand for selling animals 
which he, because of being unknown, 
would have been unable to sell in the 
early days. In consigning to these sales, 
he is on a par with the large and better 
known breeder if he has the same kind 
of animals and presents them as well 
which, of course, is entirely in his own 
hands. This gives the small breeder an 
opportunity to get his animals before 
the public. And if he is the right kind of 
a breeder, he will present them in a way 
which will attract buyers. 

Another advantage the small breeder 
has over the large one is that he, as a 
rule, personally supervises his operations. 
He is familiar with all phases of the 
work, he knows his animals and their 
background in a way which enables him 
to plan his matings. And as a rule it is 
necessary for him to make his business 
show some profit. And in this connection, 
the watchful eye of the master is in a 
better position to keep the budget bal- 
anced than is the operator who depends 
largely on others to look after the de- 
tails of his operation. There is a differ- 
ence, too, in the definition for big, de- 
pending on one’s viewpoint, and this ar- 
ticle takes into consideration both of 
them. One would be big in the sense of 
vast acreage, extensive improvements 
and a large number of animals. 

Such a breeder, however, might not 
exert as much influence on the breed as 
a small operator who could be rated as 
big in the sense of his influence on the 
breed as well as on his success in accom- 
plishing things above the ordinary. As 
an example of this, a number of years 
ago there was an outstanding small herd 
of Angus which used the slogan “The 
biggest little herd in America.” This herd 
really was big from the standpoint of its 
accomplishments although it numbered 
under one hundred breeding animals. 


In the early days of the breed in Amer- 
ica, little was done by the National As- 
sociation to educate the public to better 
methods of operation, to show the way 
for more rapid improvement and to help 
breeders find a market for their animals, 
whereas today, the National Association 
is extremely active in various ways to 
still further improve our breed and to 
widen its influence. Some of the experi- 
ments may not be sound but trial alone 
will tell. I do not think we should forget, 
however, that the improvement of live- 
stock never has been an exact science and 
in my opinion never will be. Furthermore, 
if it should so develop, much of the inter- 
est in the business would go with the 
methods which have been successfully 
used in the past.

I am inclined to think that breeders of 
today are prone to pass too lightly over 
the work done by those of the past. We 
should never lose sight of the fact that 
the magnificient animals which we have 
today are the result of the painstaking 
work of the master breeders of yester- 
year. And we should not be too quick to 
throw away the methods which they used 
to make the great improvement that has 
taken place in livestock of all breeds in 
the past one hundred years. 


I have no patience with the person 
who says the glories of the past mean 
nothing and it is only what is being 
done today that counts. To be sure, 
what is past is past, but we must not for- 
get that the past handed down to us what 
we have at the present. And those of to- 
day will do well to profit by the work of 
those who had the courage and the abil- 
ity to carry out their ideas even though 
the going, at times, was hard. 


My opinion is that the young breeders 
and small breeders of today have oppor- 
tunities above those of the early days and 
one who feels he has the qualifications 
should not hesitate because he feels he 
would have no chance in competition with 
the large operator. Every breeder should 
operate according to his inclinations and 
his means. And there is still room for the 
breeders of moderate means.

Algae Can Poison Cattle 

The green algae or “water bloom” 
found in drinking places of all kinds is 
a fairly common cause of trouble during 
hot weather. When this moss-like ma- 
terial rots, it gives off a powerful poison 
that has not yet been identified. A shift 
of the wind may concentrate algae along 
lake or pond shores so that it resembles 
thick green paint and has a depth of sev- 
eral inches. When this happens it is 
practically impossible for cattle to drink 
in such areas without swallowing large 
amounts of the algae. It is difficult to 
tell when water is dangerous, for the 
poison may last for weeks or be gone in 
a couple of days after being formed. As 
a rule, though, the water is safe by the 
time the algae has rotted to the stage 
where it smells really bad. At various 
times algae poisoning has been reported 
from all parts of the U. S. and Canada. 


Symptoms are largely dependent on 
the amount of algae ingested by ani- 
mals. Deaths can occur unexpectedly 
and the finding of dead or dying ani- 
mals may be the first indication of 
trouble. In early stages cattle stagger, 
appear stiff in their hind quarters and 
go down in a paralyzed condition. Some 
reports tell of animals that were found 
lying down and evidently sound asleep, 
but which were sent into violent convul- 
sions by the touch of a hand. When 
animals have convulsions, the head is apt 
to be jerked straight back toward the 
shoulders. 


A tentative diagnosis can be based on 
deaths and suspicious symptoms that oc- 
cur at a time when winds have massed 
algae along shores where cattle drink. 
Symptoms that appear after animals have 
had access to troughs or tanks that have 
been unused and accumulating algae for 
a long time are also sufficient to cause 
suspicion of this trouble. Under farm 
conditions the symptoms of algae poison- 
ing might cause it to be confused with 
prussic acid or nitrate poisoning. 


Although the exact cause is unknown, 
sodium thiosulfate and sodium nitrate 
solutions given intravenously as they 
are used for prussic acid poisoning have 
been reported as effective in the treat- 
ment of algae poisoning. However, the

prevention of this trouble will probably 
prove much more practical than treat- 
ment. The following suggestions may 
prove helpful in this respect: 

1. Clean and serub water tanks once 
a week during hot weather. 

2. Keep algae from growing in tanks 
by placing copper sheets, wire, shavings, 
or even empty cartridge cases in the 
water. These will have to be cleaned 
once in a while to remove the slime 
which will eventually cover the metal to 
make it ineffective. 

3. Drain or fence off stagnant pools 
of water. 

4. Watch shore lines for accumulations 
of algae and water cattle in a different 
area when dangerous concentrations ap- 
pear. 

5. Let cattle return to such watering 
places only after the algae has reached a 
bad-smelling stage. 

6. Use powdered copper sulfate in 
tanks at the rate of 1 ounce per 8,000 
gallons of water, or 1 level teaspoonful 
per 150 gallons of water. 

7. Use powdered copper sulfate in 
ponds at the rate of eight pounds per 
million gallons of water. It may be ap- 
plied as a spray or by the dragnet meth- 
od. This last method calls for placing 
the copper sulfate in a loosely woven 
sack and towing it through the pond on 
ropes until it is all dissolved. Treat every 
three or four weeks. If ponds contain

skin-fish like catfish, treat one end of the 
pond at a time so they can escape con- 
centrated areas. Scale-fish are not so 
sensitive. 

8. Use sodium arsenate in ponds as 
a solution and apply it as a spray at the 
rate of four to six parts per million parts 
of water. Whole ponds are not treated, 
but only the areas infested with algae. 
One or two treatments during the sum- 
mer will usually be enough.

son’s old home. However, this location 
near Nashville has its disadvantages.

ficiaries of integration are now mov- 
ing into the egg producing business. 
So far the beef industry has fairly well 
survived the blandishments of the 
quick-sell and fast-buck boys with the 
result that it is one of the few “family 
sized” operations in agriculture left 
that has a chance for profit. 


A saner view of meat and animal 
fats in relation to heart disease is now 
coming from segments of the medical 
fraternity.

Announcement of the 
new event, which will award cash prizes 
totaling $3400, was made by Jay B. Dil- 
lingham, vice president in charge of live- 
stock. 

The addition of the pen bull division 
provides the only outlet, other than pri- 
vate sales, for breeders in the mid-west 
area, and offers commercial breeders an 
opportunity to purchase registered bulls 
of serviceable age for replacement stock 
in cow herds. 


Dillingham pointed out that the show 
and sale potential of all bulls entered will 
be available to more than 200,000 indi- 
viduals during the 8 day show. 


Angus bulls will compete in two class- 
es, one for yearlings and one for seniors 
calved during the same periods as those 
for Hereford animals 


Prizes will be: Ist, $250; 2nd, $150; 3d, 
$100; 4th and 5th, $75; 6th, 7th, and 8th, 
$50. Champion pens in the 2 breed classi- 
fications will each be awarded $100. 


Participation in the show and sale will 
be preceded by an entry fee of $5.00 per 
head. Bulls will be shown in lots of three, 
and each carlot group must be owned by 
the exhibitor. Animals entered in indi- 
vidual classes of the show are not eligi- 
ble to be shown in pen group classes. 


Dillingham emphasized that breeders 
may exhibit more than one pen or group 
if they desire and bulls may or may not 
be sold at auction or private treaty.

occasion arises. Plans also include the 
construction of a small office in the show 
barn. 


Just east of Lachute, Quebec, is North 
River Farm, owned by Dr. G. R. McCall 
who purchased his first Angus some 25 
years ago from the well known Canadian 
Pacific Railway herd. The herd today, 
although not large, boasts 25 quailty 
cows. 


Herd sires include North River Edel- 
la’s Bandolier, a son of Tolan’s Bandolier 
who is by Eva’s Bandolier Lad, and En- 
ticer 687th, a son of Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 687th out of Panther Ledge An- 
telope, who is a daughter of Leedanmere 
500th, the Panther Ledge herd sire. An- 
other bull that saw service in the herd 
was Kinlochmere, a son of Eileenmere 
1029th from the Lee Butler herd at Sup- 
ply, Virginia. 


North River Farms, which include 1,620 
acres in six farms, is managed by Wil- 
liam Brass who has been with Dr. McCall 
for 18 years. His son, Jim, is herdsman 
and recently showed the Grand Champion 
steer and heifer in 4-H work at Sher- 
brooke. In fact, the herd produced two 
Grand Champion steers at the Sherbrooke 
show as well as the Champion pen of 
three. 


Frank Selke, who is manager of the 
Montreal Canadians hockey team and 
the Montreal Forum (similar to Madi- 
son Square Garden), has a small but well 
bred herd of Angus on his 240 acre farm 
near Riguard, Quebec, on the south edge 
of the Ottawa River. His cows have 
come from such prominent breeders as 
Windfields Farm, Angus Manor Farms, 
Leslie Kerr and Peter Miller with the 
present herd sire from Great Oaks.

ham’s Edella while the Reserve Senior 
Champion Female was Graham’s Barbara 
3d. 

A younger bull in the herd is Graham’s 
Prince S, a son of Prince S of Don Head 
12th, a calf with good possibilities. The 
herd operation is handled on 30 acres with 
most all of the hay and feed purchased. 
The original farm was larger but re- 
cent subdivision in the area has reduced 
the pastureland to the barn area. 

The Braemanor Farm operation at De- 
wittville, Quebec, is owned by the Bruce 
McKellers and includes some 50 brood 
cows and 300 acres of pasture, small 
grains and hay land. The McKellers, 
formerly located at Ste. Genevieve, have 
been breeding Angus for the past six 
years. 

Two herd sires are seeing service, one 
being White Gates Bardoliermere 19th, 
a son of O. Bardoliermere 53d out of a 
daughter of Bandolier of Anoka 40th, 
and the other, Bandolier of Malden 37th, 
a son of Bandolier of Malden 29th, the 
1953 Royal Winter Fair. 

In addition to the Angus herd, Bruce 
keeps some 400 pigs on feed in a piggery 
designed to feed out as a continuous op- 
eration. Concrete floors, overhead bins 
and handy weighing scale in a well de- 
signed barn facilitate the operation. 

From Quebec Province to Ontario, our 
next herd visit is with Anoka Farms, long 
noted as one of the leading Angus breed- 
ing establishments on the continent. Our 
story here is concerned with Don Edwards 
and the Watford, Ontario, Anoka Farms’ 
herd. 


For a good many years Don and brother 
Alex Edwards were in partnership with 
the Anoka herd at Watford where the 
great breeding bull, Blackbird Bandolier 
of Page spent his entire life. Bulls 
raised here included Bandolier of Anoka, 
a Junior Champion at Chicago; Bande- 
lier of Anoka 3d; Bandolier of Anoka 
6th, the 1937 International Grand Cham- 
pion; Bandolier of Anoka 7th and Ban- 
dolier of Anoka 10th, who was twice a 
first prize winner at Chicago and later 
used as a herd sire. 

In 1946 Alex and Don bought a farm 
at Arva, Ontario, just north of London, 
and in 1951 Alex decided to operate en- 
tirely from Arva so Don sold his interest 
in that farm to Alex and from Alex 
acquired full interest in the Watford 
farm. Although run as separate units 
the two men have frequently exhibited 
jointly in the group classes at a number 
of the major shows during the past years 
to ring up a good many first prize rib- 
bons for both Anoka farms. 

The breeding program at Don’s Wat- 
ford Farm has produced a good many 
champions, including Bandolier of Anoka

ultimely death this summer by lightning 
left little opportunity for calves. Another 
recent purchase may be able to fill in the 
gap. He is Whitneymere 5130, by Whit- 
neymere out of a Mahrapo Miss Erica 
daughter of Eileenmere 1201. 

The overall operation at Watford in- 
cludes farming 200 acres as well as look- 
ing after a brood cow herd of some 40 
females. Well bred, quality cows, in- 
clude daughters of International Grand 
Champions and, of course, cows that are 
members of the famed Anoka Barbara 
Rose family. Still living is one cow that 
was in the Anoka show herd in 1941, a 
sister to Bandolier of Anoka. 

The Anoka Farms at Arva, Ontario, 
under the guidance of Alex Edwards, 
has, of course, continued to breed the 
same quality that was evident from the 
very foundation of the Anoka herd. The 
following paragraphs will give a brief 
report on the herd’s latest developments 
along the recent programs of following 
herds: Prospect Farms at London; Glad- 
mere Farms at Elmira; Windfields Farm 
at Willowdale; and Kinghaven Farms 
at King. 

Each of these herds has been covered 
in earlier issues but their influence on 
the breeding programs of other Angus 
herds is worthy of further mention here.

Alex Edwards and Anoka Farms today 
are getting their power from a top herd 
sire, Anokamere 50th, the 1957 Royal 
Winter Fair Grand Champion and sire of 
Anokamere 60th, the 1958 American Fu- 
turity Junior Champion. He was also 
Grand Champion of the 1957 and 1958 
Canadian National Exhibitions. . 

A great deal of history has been writ- 
ten by the Anoka Farms herd with such 
champions as the 1931 International 
Junior Champion bull, the 1933 Inter- 
national Junior Champion female and, 
of course, the 1937 International Grand 
Champion Bandolier of Anoka 6th. 

Most recent development has been the 
partnership purchase by Alex in the 
Bolehill Farms herd owned by L. V. 
Wright of Streetsville, Ontario. This 
combination should add significantly to 
the Anoka herd. 

Prospect Farms, owned by Col. D. B. 
Weldon, features an excellent herd of 
cows with Tolan’s Bandolier, owned joint- 
ly with Windfields Farm, as service sire. 
Tolan’s Bandolier is a deep-bodied, thick 
son of Eva’s Bandolier Lad, the bull that 
sold in Tolan’s record breaking sale of 
1952 for $55,000. He is out of the same 
dam as Eileenmere 1029th, the bull that 
made a great record for Kinloch Farms. 

Another bull of note is Bandolier of 
Prospect 30th, Junior and Reserve Grand 
Champion bull of the 1954 Toronto Royal 
Winter Fair. Also of note is the bull . 
Prospectmere, a calf bred by Anoka 
Farms and purchased in dam by Pros- 
pect Farms and later sold to Sinkola 
Plantation for $35,000. 

The brood cow herd numbers around 
the 100 mark with such families repre- 
sented as Anoka Barbara Rose, Barbara 
M of Anoka, Imported Georgina and 
Morning Call, to name a few. Farm 
manager is Fred Major who handles the 
the cattle and 600 acre farming opera- 
tion. 


Third member of the Canadian Royal 
group is Albert Seiling of Gladmere 
Farms who recently purchased an interest 
in O. Bardoliermere 2d from J. C. Me- 
Lean of Dor-Mac Farms at Quincy, Il- 
linois. O. Bardoliermere 2d, as you know, 
has sired three International Grand 
Champions in a row, a feat accomplished 
by only one other bull of the past, the 
famed Earl Marshall, who sired the 
Grand Champion bulls of 1921, 1922, 1923 
and 1924. 


The service and get of O. Bardolier- 
mere 2d will be a feature of the Glad- 
mere herd which boasts a great set of 
champion bred females. Junior herd sire 
is Gladmere 8th, a grandson of Eileen- 
mere 1032d by Ankonian 3295th. 

The Canadiana herds are Windfields . 
Farm and Kinghaven, both well estab- 
lished breeding herds located on the 
northern outskirts of Toronto, Windfields 
at Willowdale and Kinghaven at King, 
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Ontario. 


E. P. Taylor, who also breeds 
thoroughbred horses, owns Windfields 
Farm while J. S. D. Tory is owner of 
Kinghaven. 

As mentioned earlier Tolan’s Bandolier, 
the number one herd sire at Windfields 
Farm, is owned jointly with Col. D. B. 
Weldon at London. A nine year old bull, 
he is in excellent shape with plenty of 
size and scale. The day of our visit to 
his paddock at Windfields, he showed the 
character and stamina of a great breed- 
ing bull. 

Assisting Tolan’s Bandolier is a new 
sire at Windfields, Bellevue Bardolier- 
mere 26th, a son of Bellevue Bardolier- 
mere 2d, that was Missouri State Fair 
Grand Champion in 1957 and Junior 
Champion of the American Royal in 
Kansas City. He is a grandson of Bardo- 
liermere 2d by Bellevue Bardoliermere 2d 
and out of a granddaughter of Eileen- 
mere 85th. 

The Windfields breeding herd runs well 
over 200 head and features a wide se- 
lection of top breeding from the leading 
herds of the continent. In charge of 
operations is Jim Mowbray, Jr. 

At Kinghaven Farms the senior herd 
sire is Kinlochian 2304th, a great breed- 
ing son of Kinlochmere 23d, International 
Junior Champion in 1951. His calves are 
proving out with plenty of size and qual- 
ity. 

Assisting Kinlochian 2304th are three 
junior herd sires, Kinlochian 8866, King- 
haven Ejileenmere 8th and Kinghaven- 
mere 8804. Kinlochian 8866 is by Kin- 
lochmere 88th, the 1954 Grand Champion 
of the Royal Winter Fair. Kinghaven 
Eileenmere 8th is a Grand Champion and 
son of the 1952 Royal Winter Fair Grand 
Champion, Eileenmere of Don Head 2d.

The Kinghaven herd was founded some 
15 years ago and is managed by David 
Sutherland. The last two years at the 
Toronto Winter Fair, Kinghaven bred the 
4-H Reserve Grand Champion steers in 
the Queen’s Guineas Class. 

Four other Ontario herds included in 
the tour are Rouge Valley at Agincourt; 
Creditdale Farm at Streetsville; Malden 
Farms at Georgetown; and the Galehaven 
herd at Guelph. The Rouge Valley herd, 
owned by A. H. Fraser, includes only 14 
eows but all are hand picked and of ex- 
ceptional quality.

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Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th was the 
first of the great sons of the J. C. 
McLean sire, O. Bardoliermere 2d, to 
ring the bell at the _ International. 
Brothers also took the _ International 
grand championship in 1957 and 1958. 

It was at the Illinois State Fair in 
August of 1954 that “Mac” achieved 
his first prominence. Word had gotten 
around prior to the show of a great calf 
in the McLean herd at Quincy, Illinois. 
A lot of top cattle people, including 
Mr. and Mrs. Heckett, were there to 
watch the judging.

We have all heard some of the 
oldtimers say they should go back to showing the cattle 
smooth all over so that the judges could always see how 
trim the animals are. Then there is the old story that if 
she was curled in a different manner she would have been 
grand champion. Of course, this matter of hair and how 
to handle it, is closest to the breeders and herdsmen that 
work with it to do a top job of exhibiting their cattle. 

When you walk down the aisles at the major fairs

How do they grow that hair! Have you heard that 
remark at the showring or wondered yourself just why some 
animals have such beautiful luxurious coats of hair while 
others do not. Don’t be disillusioned that an expert groom- 
ing job just prior to entering the ring was entirely respon- 
sible. Don’t believe either that you have to be one of the 
fortunate few to know the deep dark secrets of hair growing. 

The following factors are important considerations to 
the proper kind of hair on show animals. 

First of all the feed the animal gets will influence his 
haircoat. It is essential that he get a well balanced diet 
that includes corn, oats, barley, bran, protein, minerals, and

and expositions and find a_ string 
of bloomy, smartly groomed cattle, 
you find a man at the helm that 
loves his cattle and wants to do the job 
just a little better. However, that herds- 
man will agree that everyone has his 
own way of tackling the job, and the 
animal’s ability to grow a good hair coat 
is very important and quite herditary. 


The first step toward getting a good 
hair coat for the shows is to get the ani- 
mal to shed out as early as possible in 
the Spring. This means hard brushing 
and currying in May. Some cattle just 
naturally shed their hair earlier than 
others that have had the same environ- 
mental conditions. Clipping these late

shedders has proved very satisfactory. A 
very systematic and thorough job should 
be done as early as possible. 


The most important factor in growing 
anything is “health”, and that certainly 
holds true with the hair on a future 
champion. To do this we must keep it 
clean and free of any disease or para- 
sites. The cleaning should be done with 
periodic washing with a good livestock 
shampoo and most important, daily 
brushing which brings out the natural 
bloom in the cattle. The parasites can 
be controlled with monthly spraying 
with the recommended strength of lin- 
dane; lice and mange are our most im- 
portant problems. 


Now, we are preparing for the early 
summer shows and pressed with the 
problem of grooming the short hair to 
make the animal look attractive in the 
show ring. First the animal should be 
thoroughly brushed and cleaned, then 
sprayed with a mild solution of dip or 
rotenox and water, wetting the coat 
enough so that the hair sparkles some. 
Then the hair should be briskly brushed 
down to give an even background for 
any type of curling. For the short hair, 
most of the boys use the circular or 
curry comb to mark with and usually 
mark the animal on the rear quarter 
from a couple of inches in front of the 
hocks to the rear and on the front quar-

make the marks uniformly and exact 
pays off with a neat attractive job. 
When marking is complete, a rice rooted 
brush can be used to make the top and 
inside lines straight and well balanced. 
The pattern catches the light and coat 
bloom to give the animal a finished ap- 
pearance. As the hair grows, the stiff 
brush can be used to brush the hair up; 
the marks cause the hair to curl and 
wave. These tasks of curling the cattle 
must be done often and systematically. 
When a string is prepared for the shows, 
they should be tied and groomed daily 
two to three weeks before the fairs. This 
routine trains the hair and gives an op- 
portunity to see variations in the curling. 
It is also important to keep brushing 
and working the hair until it begins to 
dry. You will find that it trains much 
faster. 


As the season progresses, it isn’t long 
before the marked area on the hips and 
shoulders is brushing up nicely; each 
week there is real progress. The animal 
always grows hair on the rear quarters 
first and the heifer seems to curl faster 
than the bulls. As the hair begins to 
break and pull up nicely, most breeders 
use the liner, a square four bar comb. 
After wetting the animal as before, we

spots and working forward and back 
with the clippers. Time must be taken 
and a little hair clipped each time, care- 
fully brushing and combing to bring up 
all of the stray hairs. It is wise to do 
this blocking a week or so before the 
showing to give the hair a chance to 
grow and get a more natural appearance. 
With this long hair it is very important 
to keep it clean by washing before and 
after each show. It is wise to wash a 
couple of days before the show giving 
you time to get the hair back in training 
after the wash. Washing softens the 
hair but does make it a little harder to 
curl. In preparing for the show ring, 
the animals are sprayed and curled sev- 
eral hours before show time. Then, in 
preparing for the show ring they are 
rubbed and sprayed with coat bloom, 
working the oil thoroughly through the 
hair so it will be bloomy and bright 
under the lights. In spots where the 
hair fails to train we often use butch 
wax to keep it in line. 

As these animals parade past the 
judges with their coats and hair as pol- 
ished and trained as a Paris model, they 
are the culmination of a herdsman and 
breeder’s dreams to top the shows. 
After countless hours of work and ef- 
fort, this hair coat and grooming job 
makes the animal look more balanced, 
beefier, and pleasing to the judge and 
spectators.

salt. Note here that a part of the 
protein should consist of linseed oil 
meal as this will especially add bloom 
to the hair. A _ thrifty good doing 
animal always reflects this condition 
through his hair. 

Secondly, the daily care of the animal 
must be considered. Animals must be 
kept clean and dry and this calls for 
sufficient bedding to see that this is 
achieved.

hair. Starting at the middle of the back 
and with short firm strokes, brush down 
and out. Go over the entire body in 
this manner and don’t be afraid of brush- 
ing too hard or too long. You may be 
surprised at the black bloomy look which 
develops from this daily care. 

Next we will take up washing the cat- 
tle. Animals being prepared for shows 
should be washed weekly at least a month 
prior to the show. If it is possible the 
animal should be washed in warm water, 


although it is not at all essential. Many 
show winners have never been washed 
in anything but cold water. I prefer 


liquid detergents to soap since they lather 
better in cold water and tend to float 
the dirt out more readily than soap. 

Wet the animal thoroughly with a hose 
under pressure if available. After pre- 
paring a solution of detergent and water 
in a pail, start sudsing the animal all over 
with the aid of a stiff bristled brush. 
Scrub the animal well making sure to 
cover all parts of the body. Next, rinse, 
being especially careful to remove all 
of the detergent. With a scraper or your 
hand work from the back down to re- 
move excess water from the hair. Then 
make a weak solution with a milk oil 
dip and water and pour over the animal. 
This will rinse off any detergent which 
might not have been reached, aid in keep-

ing the animal free from external para- 
sites, and give the hair a clean, glossy 
look. 

While the animal is still wet I like to 
groom the hair and set it in place. For 
the short summer hair which is still grow- 
ing the best grooming effect will be ac- 
complished by curling the hair with a 
round curry comb. Make short tight 
curls starting on the sides near a point 
where the sides break away from the 
flat surface of the back. Start from 
near the hooks area working down and 
back covering the rear quarters. On 
bulls the crest and front quarters should 
be curled in the same manner. 

After curling a stiff bristled brush 
and scotch comb should be used, brush- 
ing and combing up and against the hair 
to make the hair break out and up. 

As the hair gets longer you may want 
to start using a liner. Always remember 
to start at the rear and work forward. 
Make sure to start with even horizontal 
lines, either on the hip area as you did 
in curling them, or over the entire body. 
With long hair both heifers and steers 
usually look best dressed in this manner. 
Bulls nearly always look better curled in 
my estimation and only on the front and 
rear quarters. As the hair grows it is 
necessary to do this grooming process 
regularly to encourage the hair to break 
and train properly. Before curling or lin- 
ing, dampen the hair with water using a 
brush or sprayer and proceed as you 
would after washing the animal. With 
long hair work over the entire animal 
including the belly and legs to make it 
stand out. A vigorous brushing against 
the hair until it is dry will help much in 
training it. 

During the winter months the animal 
should be treated for external parasites 
such as lice, ticks, and mange mites. 
After washing the animal thoroughly 
rinse him with a product such as benzine 
hexachloride to rid him of these pests 
which can cause him to rub patches of

hair off and give him an unthrifty dull 
looking haircoat. 

When grooming the animal for the 
showring you should add an oil to the 
hair to give additional highlights and 
bloom. There are several good commer- 
cial coat dressings on the market. They 
should be applied with a wool rag or with 
a fine nozzle sprayer. With the rag you 
rub the oil well into the hair and then 
brush and comb the hair back into place. 
The oil should be applied after the usual 
grooming and drying process on leng hair 
and before grooming on short hair. A 
final light mist from the sprayer adds 
a finishing touch just prior to entering 
the ring. 

It is very important to wash the oil 
out of the hair as soon as possible after 
a show as the oil tends to collect dust 
and dirt and depending upon the kind of 
oil used, might burn the hair. 

During the late summer months as the 
cool nights approach, the hair may be 
encouraged to start growing more rap- 
idly by wetting the animals with water 
before turning them out for the night. 
Here I will stress keeping the animals 
out of the sunshine during the hot summer 
months. Sunlight tends to burn the hair 
and give it a reddish color. I prefer a 
cool dark barn where the cattle will be 
comfortable during the day. Burlap bags 
tacked over the windows will darken the 
barn and still let in the air. 


As the hair gets long and heavy during 
the winter months you should block the 
hair with a pair of sheep shearers or 
electric clippers. Clip off the longer 
hair in some areas to give the animal a 
straighter look to his lines and make him 
look smoother all over. 

We must never overlook the value of 
well groomed, good looking haircoats 
from the standpoint of the prospective 
customer or the judge. Two animals very 
similar in makeup and condition can look 
quite different if one is bloomy and well 
groomed and the other is dull and poorly
